Radio Programs Feature Christening 


of New “Daylights” When Regular Service Began Mar. 21 


THER pilots bathed in champagne, 
their horns blasting a-triumphant 
note, their cars loaded to capacity with 
excited passengers, and their twin birth 
broadcast by radio to thousands of 
persons, the beautiful orange, red and 
black streamlined ‘Daylights’ be- 
gan regular service on Sunday, March 
21, over the Coast Line between San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 
Christening ceremonies were held in 
both San Francisco and Los Angeles. 
The National Broadeasting Company 
divided a 15-minute period, leading off 
with the program in the northern: city, 
where President A. D. MeDonald, Vice 
President J. H. Dyer, and his daughter, 
Miss Lorene Dyer, were the principal 
participants. At the southern terminal, 
Vice President Felix S, McGinnis, Miss 
Olivia deHavilland, star of Warner 
Brothers studio, and Francisean Father 
Joachim DePrada, pastor of San Ga- 
briel Mission, took the leading roles. 


Then at exactly 8:15 a.m. Engineer 
Charlie Glass in San Francisco and En- 
gineer W.. W. Judy in Los Angeles re- 
leased thebrakes and opened the throt- 
te of their new streamlined loconio- 
tives, and the: spic-and-span 12-car 
trains glided smoothly, almost noise- 
lessly, from the station platforms while 
crowds of spectators ‘and railroad folks 
bid the new rail monarchs Godspeed. - 


That evening at precisely 6 o'clock, 
Engineer W. .C. Bullard. brought the 
northbound speedster to-2 stop in San 
Francisco, while during the same mo- 
ments’ the -southbound . “Daylight” 
rolled into Los Angeles station right on 
the dot. Engineer Judy had taken the 
train over at San Luis Obispo, so he 
had the distinction of being at the 
throttle on both the inbound and out- 
bound inaugural trips. 

The running time of 9 hours 45 min- 
utes for the 471-mile route is the fastest.

Asked ‘by thé NBC announcer what’ 


he thought of the new “Daylight,” 
President McDonald made this reply 
to the radio audience: 

“The important thing is what the 
public is going to think of it. We think 
they'll like’it.’ Certainly we built it-to 
meet their demand for speed, with 
safety and comfort and what'you might 
call eye-appeal. Someone has called 
these trains ‘Rainbow Trains,’ That 
seems very apt, not only because the 
new ‘Daylight’ suggests the vivid colors 
of our California coastline, but also be- 
cause they arc symbols of better times. 
But adjectives are wasted on this train. 
You have to see it and ride in it to know 
what it’s really like. And we hope, nat- 
urally, that you all will do just that.” 

The radio control was then switched 
to the headend of the train where Vice 
President Dyer introduced Engineer 
Glass and explained some of the features 
of the huge streamlined locomotive 
that seemed to be panting with the de- 
sire to be on its way.

their reserved seats to listen in com- 
plete comfort to the broadcast of the 
San Francisco celebration and the cere~ 
mony just outside their cars. 

First radio speaker on the Los An- 
geles christening program was Vice 
President McGinnis, who’ expressed 
happiness and pride in the’ inaugura- 
tion. “A great many Southern Pacific 
men and women have had a part in the 
train’s construction,” he observed, 
“and they all feel that -they have 
achieved something . . . . that’s a nice

At both the Los Angeles and San 
Francisco stations that evening, crowds 
waited to welcome the trains at the end 
of their triumphant journeys and to ex- 
tend congratulations to passengers 
whose excitement betrayed their inner- 
most fceling-—a feeling that they had 
personally shared in a really great rail- 
read achievement. 


“DAYLIGHT”? EXHIBITIONS: In

Coast Line Trains Ar 


STRIKING reductions in passenger 
train schedules between San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles over the Coast 
Line, speeding up both daylight and 
overnight runs between the two cities, 
became effective March 21, at the same 
time fast service of the new streamlined 
“Daylights” was inaugurated. 

The “Lark” has 30 minutes cut from 
its previous running time to make its 
run in. 12 hours flat, At both San 
Francisco and Los Angeles departure 
time is 9 p.m. and arrival 9 a.m. 

One hour' and 15 minutes has been 
cut from the running time of the “Sun- 
set” between the two cities, with 
simultaneous departure at 8 p.m. and 
arrival at 8.10 am. This train also 
carries a special Pullman from San 
Yrancisco to Santa Barbara. 

The “Coaster” not only has its run- 
ning time reduced, but is also carrying 
improved equipment, including a lounge 
car, standard Pullmans, tourist sleep- 
ing cars and chair cars, with all cars 
air-conditioned. ‘ Bedroom cars, are 
also being operated on the “Coaster” 
now. It leaves San Francisco at 
6.15 p.m. with arrival in Los Angeles 
at 8 am. Northbound it leaves Los 
Angeles at 6.05 p.m. and arrives in San 
Francisco at 7.50 a.m.

TOLL: Deaths Show Increase 

at Railroad Grade Crossings 

Fatalities resulting from accidents 
at highway-railroad grade crossings 
were greater in 1936 than in any year 
since 1931, according to the Association 
of American Railroads, despite the 
efforts of the railroads and the various 
safety organizations to impress upon 
the public the necessity for exercising 
greater precaution in approaching and 
passing over such crossings. Reports 
show that 1,786 persons were killed in 
highway-railroad grade crossing acci- 
dents last year, an increase of 106 as 
compared with 1935. There were 
1,811 in 1931. Persons injured in such 
accidents in 1936 totaled 4,930 com- 
pared with 4,658 in 1935 and 4,300 in 
1984. Accidents at highway-railroad 
grade crossings in 1936 involving cas- 
ualties totaled 4,277, an increase of 344 
compared with 1935.

from Ogden to San Francisco. Advent. 
of speedy streamlined trains necessitat- 
ing faster schedules increased the value 
of minutes and even seconds to schedule 
makers and made desirable:a knowl- 
edge of just how fast these new speed- 
sters could be operated over each mile. 

First speed checkers were Hal Hall, 
secretary to Vice President J..H. Dyer, 
and Ed Carter, secretary to Gen’l 
Sup’t of Motive Power George Mc- 
Cormick. While keeping the perform- 
ance record of the “City of San Fran- 
cisco,” adoption of the word “bing” 
for mileposts and “bong” for sign- 
boards was suggested by A. A. Lowe, 
assistant to general manager, to avoid 
confusion and distinguish from other 
conversation in the car. Whether or 
not Mr. Lowe’s suggestion was based 
on the assumption that these two 
words were less likely than any others 
to enter the surrounding conversation 
is not known, but they proved satis- 
factory to the checkers and as a con- 
sequence probably have become the 
most oft-repeated words in railroad 
jargon. More than 2000 miles have 
been “binged” and the number of 
“bonged” sign boards is unestimated: 
Carter, incidentally, has taken part in 
every check which includes four test 
runs and four trial trips of the new

VEGETABLES: bine and Letiuce Are 


Leaders in Spring Perishable Freight Traffic 


[Ft TUCE and carrots, two of Na- 

ture’s choicest health giving vege- 
tables, head the freight train “passen- 
ger list” at the present time, with an 
anticipated movement of approxi- 
mately 12,000 carloads of lettuce and 
9,000 to 10,000 carloads of carrots. Es- 
timated number of lettuce carloads re- 
fers only to the so called “spring let- 
tuce” crop, a forerunner of the vast 
year round movement that last year 
totaled nearly 47,000 cars. 

Although the entire crop moving at 
this time is spoken of as spring lettuce, 
Salt River Valley in Arizona is actually 
the only district producing lettuce 
solely for spring movement, the Yuma 
Valley and California deals overlapping 
either from the winter or into the sum- 
mer and fall months. 

Approximately two-thirds of Salt 
River Valley’s yield of about 5,000 car- 
loads originates along Southern Pacific 
lines, with most.of the movement con- 
ccntrated betaveen early March to late 
April, During this period fifteen load- 
ing sheds in the Phoenix district and 
five sheds in the Mesa district are buz- 
aing with activity. Four switching 
crews “spot” the empty refrigerator 
cars and pull the loaded cars from 
Phoenix district points. Trainloads 
are assembled at Phoenix. These 
trains, operated on fast schedule, also 
pick up the cars at Mesa. 


Yuma Shipping Season 

Shipping season in Yuma Valley usu- 
ally begins about December and ends 
early in April. From the 4,000 planted 
acres 2 harvest of about 1,500 carloads 
is expected this season, the yield having 
been decreased by adverse weather con- 
ditions. 

Frost conditions affected the yield of 
spring lettuec in Imperial Valley, where 
approximately 18,000 acres had been 
planted, from which about 7,400 car- 
loads were harvested, 8 figure below the 
normal total yield. 


earlier than in Sacramento-Stockton 
district which permits harvesting before 
Salinas district gets well under way. 
With this advantage there is every in- 
dication that  Fresno-Bakersfield dis- 
trict will show further development. 

From Delano during the 1936 ship- 
ping scagon of February and March, 
150 carloads of lettuce were shipped, 
crop being harvested from about 250 
acres. This year’s acreage has been 
doubled and it is expected that ap- 
proximately 300 carloads will be of- 
fered for movement. Shipments com- 
mence in late March, with peak move- 
ment of about fifteen carloads in any 
one day. 

Keeping company with the spring 
lettuce shipment, from most of the dis- 
tricts mentioned, is the carrot move- 
ment, which during the past three years 
has averaged between 9,000 and 10,000 
carloads anuually. 

Added Railroad Forces 

Handling the large, simultaneous 
movement of spring lettuce and carrots 
from the Salinas-Watsonville district: 
necessitates the addition of an assistant 
trainmaster at Salinas and the placing 
in service of about seven additional 
Jocal freight trains and switchers to 
supplement regular through trains and 
yard engines, Station forces are also 
augmented by sixteen clerks at San Jose 
and in Watsonville-Salinas territory. 

While there is some acreage devoted 
to carrots in the vicinity of French 
Camp, Westley, Paterson, Firebaugh, 
and Cromir, the majority of that crop 
moves to local markets or to ware- 
houses in Stockton by truck. 

Approximately 5,000 acres in Impe- 
rinl Valley have been planted with car- 
rots, and it is estimated that, the yield 
will be about 2,000 carloads. . Yield 
from Oxnard district, including Santa 
Paula and Canoga Park is estimated at 
700 carloads for this season. 

Carrot. movement from Salt River 


Spring lettuce movement in Salinas- 
Watsonville district usually starts in 
Murch extending through April, May 
and Juno, with loadings averaging from. 
three to five thousand carloads a month. 
The 1937 movement is not expected to 
‘develop in volume until about April 15, 
asa result of cold weather during the 
usual planting season for early’ -pro- 
‘duction, 

Acreage in Saeramento-Stockton dis- 
trict has gradually receded from year 
to year, which is attributed to failure 
‘on part of growers’ to profitably grow 
and market spring lettuce in -competi- 
tion with Salinas district. On the other 
hand, acreage in. Fresno-Bakersfield 


district “has -showed --substantial “in-"

few carloads being shipped daily. About 
150 -carloads were shipped from-that 
neighborhood the past:season. 

Practieally .all -of the. ‘carrot, seed 
grown in ‘America is produced in Cali- 
fornia in the Delta region or.near Sac- 
ramento ‘and Stockton. Prior to ‘the 
world war most of the seed used “in 
America was grown in Western and 
Southern France. 

About 77 per cent of the total carrot 
output in the United States comes from 
California. The spectacular increase 
in shipments of the golden vegetable 
from the golden State during recent 
years is largely a result of the high qual- 
ity product shipped to markets dur- 
ing nearly every month of the year, and 
the enterprise of Western grower-ship- 
pers in improving their cultural, pack- 
ing and transportation practices. The 
California seed grower has assisted ma- 
terially in this program by scientific 
improvement of strains of shipping 
carrots. 

Carrots are shipped from California 
every month. of the year, but it is dur- 
ing March and April that most of the 
bunches of the savory vegetable are 
loaded aboard Pacific Fruit Express’ 
rolling market baskets for rapid de- 
livery to the nation’s cuisines.

Funded Debt Larger 

Funded debt of Southern Pacific 
Lines held by the public increased. 
$27,899,466.37, this amount being the 
difference between the amount of bonds 
and equipment trust certificates issued 
during the year, and the amount of 
funded debt retired, principally consist: 
ing of loans from Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and Public Works 
Administration, and maturing equip- 
ment trust obligations. Expenditures 
to pay off the bank loans and to acquire 
the note of the St. Louis Southwestern 
Railway Company, referred to above, 
more than equal this increase in funded 
debt. It will be noted that, for 1986, 
the increase in interest charges on 
funded debt was more than offset by a 
decrease in interest charges on un-

PAGING MR..: Loud Speaker 
For Use of Public at San Jose 


THe first paging system ever used 
on 8. P. Lines was recently placed in 
service in the new San Jose Passenger 
Station. The system is so devised that 
any hand telephone in the station can 
broadcast train announcements or be 
used to page the railroad’s customers. 
The service was installed principally 
for use of the stationmaster in making 
train announcements and paging the 
public. However, any of the tickei 
clerks or employes located in the Dis~ 
trict Freight and Passenger Office can 
also make announcements, es can also 
the operators at the telephone switch- 
board. Often there are requests from 
friends of patrons departing on trains, 
who wish to get in touch with them at 
the last minute. With this paging 
system, when such a call is received at 
the switchboard, the operators will 
promptly make the necessary announce- 
ment, requesting the called party to 
come to the nearest telephone and 
complete the connection, 

The system consists of a transmit- 
ting device with two indoor speakers 
located in the main waiting room, one 
outdoor directional speaker in the con- 
course, and two each on tracks 2 and 3.

Bridge Competition 


There has been substantial decrease 
in traffic and revenues of routes serving 
East Bay territory, however, since the 
San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge was 
opened for motor vehicle traffic on No- 
vember 12, 1936, from which date the 
ferry company’s tariff rates on such 
routes, that were higher than bridge 
tolls, have been on the same scale as 
bridge tolls, The ferry company has 
filed with the California Railroad Com- 
mission a proposed tariff further reduc- 
ing its rates on East Bay routes, to 
afford an appropriate differential below 
bridge tolls, to offset to some extent the 
time saving advantages of the bridge, 
The Golden Gate Bridge, with which 
the ferry company’s San Francisco- 
Sausalito routes will compete, is sched- 
uled to be completed in May, 1937. 
The ferry company will make every 
effort to compete successfully with the 
bridges, but, owing to many unknown 
and uncertain factors involved, the 
financial results cannot now be pre- 
dicted.

Sor “Times-Used’’ Record 
Many stories have been written about 
champion long-distance commuters, 
flag-pole sitters, corn huskers, mara- 
thon dancers, and numerous other 
holders of odd. records. 

Now comes Chief Special Agent Dan 
O'Connell to claim for his General 
Office staff the “using-the-same-on- 
yelope” record.
